“TO COUNT CANADA'S 
WILD DUCKS 


During this week an organized army 
will stalk up on.the haunts of wild 
ducks, across Manitoba, Saskaiiche- 
! wan and Alberta, They will carry— 
‘not guns and decoys; but pads of 
tally sheets amd sharp pencils. Their 
objective is not a “bag” of birds— 
but an accurate census. of the wild 
‘duck population in. each western 
neighborhood. 

It is a volunteer anmy, organized 
by Ducks Unlimited (Canada) and 
known as “Ducky | Unlimited Kpe- 
men.” . Cowperating Kee-me|i will 
carry’ on observations and record 
essential facts covering ithe ducks in 
their neighborhoods. Some Kee-men 
can devote only, a few hours to the 
work; others will be onithe job fa: 
days. The sum total of Itheir work will 
be a completie census, of the wild 
duck population of the farm areas of 
western Canada, 

This is the second time in history 
that a census of wild ducks has been 
taken on North America’s great 
breeding grounds—in Western Cam- 
ada, Thr first census was in 1935, It 
provided facts which led ito the estab- 
ment of Ducks Unlimited. This 1938 
census should yield facts required for 
further action in the restoration work 
launched by Ducks Unlimited as an 
importan|t part of the vast work of 
rebuilding the west. 

Hundreds of farmers, hunters and 
conservators have volunteered as 
Ducks Unlimited Kee-men. In Sask- 
aitchewan and Alberta, municipal sec- 
retai:y-treasurers are acting as 
chief Kee-men for their municipali- 
ties.

“Crop Testing Plan” 


“T sure will know this fall which 
of the new vatrieties of wheat is best 
for my farm,” said a wood friend 
to me a few days ago. ‘How will 
you know that?” I asked him. 
“Well,” he said, “I’ve seeded two 
acres to Thatcher, Renown, Apex, 
Reward and Red Bobs, and I'll com- 
vare the yields of each with my 
main crop of Marquis. Then next 
year I’ll sow the seed on a_ larger 
acreage from whichever of the two 
acres proves to be the best.” 

“That’s a fine experiment,” I an- 
swered him, “but don’t for goodness 
sake use next year any of the seed 
from those two acre plots, for you'll 
find it very difficult, if not impossible 
to harvest, thresh and to bin all those 
different varieies and not to get them 
badly mixed.” 

“From my own experience in seed 
growing, and from observing the 
work of hundreds of our best seed 
growers,” I said, “I advise you to 
haul to the elevator the grain from 
all those two acre plots, and then 
next winter to purchase some good 
pure registered or certified seed of 
the variety you finally choose. Sow. 
this good seed on clean land and then 
you will have a real start with the 
variety you like.” 

“Mixtures of varieties,” I told 
my friend, “are certainly one of the 
commonest causes of low grades, 
hence a serious yunw,mycl SEHT 
hence of serious money losses to 
farmers.”

A Major Objective 

When the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation was set up it was an- 
nounced that one of its objectives would be to develop Canadian talent and, 
in fact, this was one of the strongest recommendations of the Aird Com- 
mission’s report in 1929 when the Commission said: 

‘In our survey of conditions in Canada we have heard the present 
radio situation discussed from many angles with considerable diversity of 
opinion. There has, hmowever, been unanimity on one fundamental ques- 
tion—Canadian radio listeners want Canadian broadcasting. . . At present 
the majority of programs heard are from sources outside of Canada. It has 
been emphasized to us that the continued reception of these has a tendency 
to mould the minds of the young people in the home to ideals and opinions 
that are not Canadian. In a country of the vast geographical dimensions 
of Canada broadcasting will undoubtedly become a great force in fostering 
a national spirit and interpreting national citizenship.” 

While the present radio governing body in Canada set out with this ideal 
in mind, unfortunately there has been a recent recession from this principle, 
with announcements that still more time in future will be devoted to pro- 
grams of foreign origin—meaning, of course, from United States sources, 
Inability to finance broadcasting of all-Canadian programs has been given 
as the reason for this departure from the original objective. 

This recession from the all-Canadian ideal is very regrettable and it is 
to be hoped that means will soon be found for returning to the principles| 
set forth in the Aird Commission report and promulgated when the Cana- 
dian Bradcasting Corporation was given charge of “the ether”. 

» s * * 
Abolish Private Stations? 

Commenting on the situation the Labor Review in a recent issue went 
so far as to suggest that privately-owned stations should be abolished as 
a@ means to this end. 
“If we are to have a thoroughly Canadian broadcasting service,” said 
the Labor Review, ‘‘the privately-owned stations must be abolished. Main- 
tained as they are by advertising, broadcasting in Canada cannot be freed) 
from commercial appeals while the private stations remain. And since| 
much of the paid broadcasting comes from foreign sources the continuance 
of the private stations militates against the fulfilment of the purpose for 
which the national radio service was esablished.” 

The same authority contends that “the only valid reason for the 
Corporation’s acceptance of foreign advertising programs is the need of| 
revenue, a need aggravated by the unsound competition between a state en-} 
terprise. and private business,” 

Whether or not this is the correct diagnosis and solution of the problem, 
certainly it is a matter of grave concern to the country as a whole and is 
one which should receive the most careful consideration.

Report States France Is Shipping 
Gold To Canada 

Two equal shipments of gold with 
a total value of £5,000,000 ($25,000,- 
000) have been arranged from France 
for Canada, the London News-Chron- 
icle says. 

The shipments are to be made by 
the British authorities and represent 
gold earmarked in Paris for the ac- 
count of the Brtiish exchange equal- 
ization fund. 

The News-Chronicle advances two 
possible explanations of the trans- 
action. It may represent sales of 
gold bullion to the Bank of Canada 
or the British authorities may think 
it desirable to accumulate, for their 
account, a reserve of gold in Canada.

Beautiful Scenic Route 


Increase In Traffic Over Chief Moun- 
tain International Highway 
Motor tourist traffic over the Chief 
Mountain International Highway in 
19387 showed a large increase over 
the previous year, according to fig-| 
ures released by the Immigration | 
Branch, Department of Mines and 
Resources. During the calendaf year 
27,692 persons passed through the 
customs port of Chief Mountain, 
which is located on the International 
Boundary between Waterton Lakes 
National Park, Alberta, and Glacier} 
National Park, Montana. This figure 
represents a gain of 17,135 or 160 
per cent. over the corresponding 

period in 1936. 

Chief Mountain International High- 
way is a little more than 30 miles 
in length, about half the distance 
being in Alberta and the other half 
in Montana. It was constructed 
jointly by the governments of Can- 
ada and the United States and was 
opened for travel in 1936. Travers- 
ing a magnificent scenic region along 
the eastern slapes of the Rocky 
Mountains, the highway provides 
direct motor road connection between 
the component parts of the Water- 
ton-Glacier International Peace Park. 
The highway takes its name from 
Chief Mountain, the dominant land- 
scape feature along its route in 
Glacier National Park.

"Spent Winter In Lapland 


American Author Found Lapps A 
Sensitive, Intelligent Race 

Miss Neill James, American author, 
has returned to New York from 
Arctic Lapland, where she spent the 
whole winter. 

Clad in a Lapp costume of rein- 
deer pelts and with scarcely more 
luggage than a toothbrush and an 
eiderdown sleeping bag, Miss James 
lived with the Lapps in their tents 
in the snow, sleeping on the frozen 
ground and subsisting entirely on 
Arctic food. 

She learned: to appreciate savory 
reindeer stew and to drink salted 
coffee seasoned with shaved reindeer 
cheese, twenty or more cups daily 
being a mere bagatelle. 

She travelled on skiis to reindeer 
round-ups and festivals with the 
Lapps and drove more than 2,000 
kilometers (about 1,250 miles) by 
pulka or travelling sledge, driving 
her own reindeer, accompanied by 
various Lapp guides and crossing 
Lapland from the Soviet border to 
the Norwegian fjords and from the 
Polar Circle to the Arctic Ocean. 

She found the Lapps a sensitive, 
intelligent race, speaking several 
languages and having a very inter- 
esting cultural background. They 
are very religious, she said. 

In addition to her six months’ 
study of Lapp life, Miss James sur- 
veyed the Arctic mining industry and 
visited the great cod fisheries of the 
Arctic Ocean.

gowth with early sown fields of oats 
in the shot blade. 

The weather has been generally 
favorable for rapid growth follow- 
ing a general rain ove (the province. 
Many crop districts also report heavy 
showers which covered wide areas, 
Thes general rains were very bene- 
ficial since heavily stooled crops re- 
quire an abundance of moisture. 

The northern portion of the pro- 
vince reports many fields are patchy. 
‘This may be due to poor moisture 
conditions during germination or 
damaige from insects. 

The department is still supplying 
poisoned bait in an effort to have 
as many grasshoppers destroyed as 
possible before the egg laying period. 
Feldmen in charge of the hopper 
campaign report excellent control 
with poisoned bait. Cut ‘worms are 
now reported in the pupa or chryjsal-- 
is stage of development. Much, less 
damage can now bbe expec‘ed. 

‘Farmers have fbeen busy cutting 
and stacking first crops of alfalfa 
and tame hay. The heavy rains 
have spoiled some early cuttings. 
The crop districts ‘where ivrigation 
is practised reports exceptticin al 
stands of forage «qsops. Native grass- 
es are being harvested with goou 
yields. A lavge acreage of forage 
crop has been seeded since the gener- 
al rain. 


maintaining good growth, particular- 
ly in. the arees where the  hieaviest 
rains have fa!len. One crop reported 
in the drought area advises moisture 
in virgin sod to have penetrated four 
to eight inches, and in cultivated land 
where crops are growing, to have 
reached a dep h of two to five feet.
